Columbia’s Marty Robbins has been dubbed a voice of 
many styles. One of few singers successful in both the Popular 
and Country and Western idioms, Marty’s recordings have won 
him honors and top sales.

Here, briefly, are the basic points of this delivery: 
The Grip 

The importance of obtaining a proper grip cannot be over- 
emphasized. While wearing a bowling glove simplifies mat- 
ters and almost guarantees a correct grip, the following may 
prove helpful: s 

First, insert the thumb into the thumb hole. It should ft 
comfortably but not too snugly. Now the second and third 
fingers are placed in the holes. The ball is gripped firmly be- 


tween the first and second joints of these two fingers, (Many 


bowling proprietors now insist that bowlers slip on a bowling 
glove before being measured for a new ball or before redrilf- 
ing an old ball. The glove, whether subsequently worn or not,

assures proper spacing of the holes.) 
Timing 

This is one area in which many bowlers could make sub- 
stantial improvement. Often, a bowler will rush — or go ex- 
_tra slowly —because he knows others are watching. Actually, 
_ holding the ball too long tends to tire you, while failure to 
wait long encugh before moving means that you are moving 
before you are adequately prepared. Try holding the ball just 
long enough for your mind to concentrate on the spot you want 

hit — then make your approach. 

The Stance 


- - Stand a foot or two behind the row of dots in back of the 
foul line and select a target. This may be the pins, a board a- 
long which you plan to roll the ball or a marker on the lane. 


_ he stance is upright but relaxed, with the ball held slightly 


___ above the waist. The left foot is ahead of the other and point- 
ing directly forward. 

a The Address 
The object of the address is to start the ball swinging on an 

_ imaginary plane that is perpendicular to the floor and di- 
rectly above the board that leads to your target. Lift the ball 
to just below eye level and, when it reaches its maximum 
height, shift it to the right. As the ball is lowered, lean for. 
ward slightly, rolling your weight to the left foot. 

The Approach 
Three-steppers are rarely seen today in professional play 
most experts taking either four or five steps. The steps 
must be in a perfectly straight line. It is at the star of the 
first, as the right foot reaches out, that you simultaneously 
push the ball away in a smooth and coordinated move. 
; Just as you begin the second step, release the ball from your 

_ left hand, starting it on its backswing. By keeping your right 
arm bent, you maintain better control over the swing. The ball 
goes to the top of its backswing with the third step, but the 
backswing should never go above the shoulder. 

On the last step, the weight shifts from right foot to left. 
which should slide to a stop in front of the faul line on the 
same board on which it rested in the stance.

Ue The left foot has stopped about four inches behind the fou 
line.

Pollow-Tm 

Though many novices are unimpressed with the importance 
of the follow-through, the fact is that a constant one helps 
you avoid arm wobble as you release the ball. Before he re- 
leases the ball, a bowler’s arm often starts heading in the 
direction it will go after the ball is released, Keeping this 
direction constant, therefore, gives the bowler greater con- 
trol. 

The Strike 


The best spot to hit the pins for a strike is between the 1 
and 3 pins. Release the ball on the floor board so that the 
spin will hook it slightly to the left and enter the 1-3 pocket. 

Equipsment 

Having your own ball and shoes will pay dividends. Each 
pair of shoes has a slightly different amount of “slide” built 
into it. Bowling balls differ, too; you’ll have better scores if 
you accustom yourself to a single ball. Top-notch male bowlers 
all use a 16-puond ball. Most professional women use a 15- 
pounder, | 


The newest idea in equipment is a glove with a properly 
shaped foam-rubber pad sewn into the palm. By assuring 
better contact between the wearer’s hand and the ball, the 
glove assures a proper grip, improving control and reducing 
strain on fingers and thumb. 


A simple pad held to the palm with an elastie strap is not 
sufficient, since it is important that the pad never be allowed 
to shift position on the hand.

Thirteen years later they 
proved the popularity of the harmonica 
sound by mounting the nation’s best- 
seller charts with “Cherry Pink And 
Apple Blossom White,” for Columbia. 
JERRY MURAD — Turkish-born (Con- 
stantinople), Jerry grew up in Chicago. 
In his teens he decided to make the har- 
monica his career. He worked at twenty 
different trades, however, before he 
could make the harmonica his living. 
Meanwhile he experimented in im- 
proving the primitive harmonicas of the 
day. He designed a more complex in- 
strument and today is capable of man- 
ufacturing a harmonica completely by 
hand. His expert knowledge of repair 
work was a boon to hard-put virtuosos 
during World War II when new parts 
were unavailable. His book, “Jerry 
Murad’s Harmonica Technique for the 
Super-Chronimic” is a must for all 
harmonica students, Jerry plays lead 


with the ‘Cats.’ He was always certain 
that the harmonica could produce a full 
and unique sound and for years sought 
a player of equal ability who could 
provide expert chord background. 


AL FIORE — whom Jerry met in 1938, 
was the perfect choice. His ideas coin- 
cided with Jerry’s and he played the 
24” Chord Harmonica, equivalent of 
piano or guitar in an orchestra. Born 
in Chicago’s tenderloin, Al was headed 
for a shoemaker’s job with his father 
until an uncle gave him a harmonica on 
his fourteenth birthday. Like Jerry, Al 
had to wait for four years before he 
could make the harmonica his career. 
From the beginning Jerry and Al a- 
greed they needed a bass harmonica to 
effect the full sound they sought. 


DON LES — filled the bill admirably. 
Today he is considered by critics: the 
world’s finest bass harmonica player, 
with no peer in jazz improvisation. He 
also writes many of the Harmonicats’ 
tunes. Born in Ohio, Don was blind un- 
til an operation restored his sight when 
he was 12. Like his cohorts, he mastered 
the harmonica in his teens. 


Jerry, Al and Don next added expert 
showmanship to their musical talents, 
They joined Borrah Minnevitch’s Har- 
monica Rascals in 1941, learning come- 
dy, pantomime and _ stage-presence. 
Here each acquired a distinct profess- 
ional personality. The result:
